What is claimed is: 

^ 1. A plug frame ifor an optical connector component comprising a ferrule 
for receiving an end/portion of a core optical fiber of a fiber optic cable and a 
plug frame for floattngly supporting the ferrule, characterized in that the plug 
5 frame is configur^ as a one-piece component. 

2. A plug frame accor^ng to Claim 1 comprising a first engagement 
portion formed at one si^ and a second engagement portion formed at the 
other side, wherj^j^h€ first engagement portion is engaged with one optical 
connector compml^t and the second engagement portion is engaged with 

10 another opticaj/connector component, thereby connecting the optical fiber 
cables. 

3. A plug firame accordwcg^o ClaiiA-'^'"ar 2 further comprising a fiirst 
abutment portion for restrim^g-^ov^ent of the ferrule in one direction and 
a second abutmenj>fr6ftion for restricting movement of the ferrule in the 

15 opposite diK^Stion. 
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
